PROPOSED COUNTY DIVISION 


Our friends up cougty way are 
throwing: cat-fits over the propos- 
ed county division projeet, which 
they say has been hatched in 
Riehmond, which is all very true. 
Harry Hamond, of the Byron 
Times, declares that many of the 
stalwart citizens, both in Rich- 
mond and other portions of the 
county .are opposed to the propo- 
sition and he predicts that it will 
not come to pass. 

Then why worry? If there is 
nothing to fear by the opposition. 
why all this hurling of bricks and 
the howl which has gone up to 
high heaven from the politicians 
and taxeaters? 

The people of Richmond are 
looking at the matter purely from 
the viewpoint of practical econ- 
omy. We want to cut loose from 
Contra Costa county, not be- 
cause we do not like the people 
of the eastern end of the county, 
but hecause we ean maintain a 
city and county government more 
economically than under the pres- 
ent system of a separate city and 
county government. If the divi- 
sion is made Riehmond will have 
upwards of twenty millions of 
{doians assessable property, which 
we maintain is sufficient to keep 
up a city and county government 
It 
will. give us a much lower tax 
rate, in fact than we are now 


“|paying. That is all there is to 


it. 

As for the oppisition of Harry 
Hamond’s Byron Times, the peo- 
ple of the delta district and poli- 
ticians of the county, we expect- 
ed it. The Byron Times gets its 
support frem Stockton and most 
of the delta district is in San 
Joaquin county and the opposi- 
tion of these amounts to nothing. 
About all that is left is the poli- 
ticians, and we can take care of 
them.
